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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 


The appropriations for this institution for the last two years 
have been sufficient, with the exception of teachers. By an error 
in engrossing the appropriation bill, one item of $300.00 per 
year for a teacher, wasomitted. The deficiency has been supplied 
by drawing upon funds in the hands of the board belonging to 
the institution at the time of taking charge of the same by the 
State. In nearly every other item of the several items of the 
appropriations, a small balance will be unexpended. 

- The improvements- ordered by an “ Act of the Legislature," 
providing for the erection of a workshop and repairs and im- 
provements (Page 419 Laws of 1879) have all been completed, 
and a two-story briek building, with basement, built as required 
by said act, and is used for laundry, carpenter shop, printing 
. office, store room, etc. 

The introducing of some new trade in connection with this in- 

“stitution is urged by the principal. So far all of the trades in- 
troduced have been more than self-sustaining, but with the fast. 

increasing numbers it is die Soman to instruct all with the lim- 
` making has been recommended ae a trade well ee to the 

: mutes, and one that will enable them to obtain a livelihood after 
they leave the institution. After a few months instruction this. 
could probably be made nearly self-sustaining, but would require 
an appropriation for tools and leather to commence, also for a 
. practical workman as instructor. | 

The rapid increase of population of the State: is. s felt i in all of 
out publie institutions, : and-they are continually demanding more 
room. In this institution the increase has been nearly fifty per 
cent in the last E years, and the capacity for sleeping and dir- 
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ing room is already taxed to their utmost extent, and it will be 
impossible to receive all that will apply for admission during the 
next two years (should they increase at the same rate as during 
the two years last past) unless some arrangerhent is made for 
more room. The superintendent also urges the purchase of more 
land for the use of the institution. "This would furnish employ- 
ment to the inmates and decrease tħe living expenses. 

The report of the superintendent gives in detail a full listes 
of the institution for the last two,years, and is herewith sub- 
mitted with the request that the recommendations contained 
therein be duly and favorably considered.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT.

Ao the Board of Public Lands and Buildings: i 


Gentlemen: It is my duty.and privilege to lay before you a 
statement of the affairs of the Institute for the Deaf and Dumb, 
forthe biennial period closing November 30, 1880. I am glad 
-to bear testimony of the prosperity of this institution of the state; 
Of the good health which has prevailed among its beneficiaries, 
-officers, and employees; of the harmony existing in all its de- 
partments; and of the improvement'and general good deport- 
Jment of the pupils. 


ATTENDANCE. 


“Since my last report there have been ninety-six pupils con- 


“nected with the school—fifty-six males and forty females. There 


are now present (November 30) seventy-five. Thisisthe largest 
number enrolled at once in the history of the school. This large 
inerease is the natural result of the growing population of the 
state, of the efforts put forth to secure the attendance, and the 


more widely diffused information regarding the school and its 


work. 
HEALTH. 


Under the care of a kind Providence, we are again able to re- 
port—no deaths and but little sickness. The general good 
health of the institute is attributable to the healthful location, 
the wholesome food provided, the regularity of habits, the-imme- 
diate and skillful attention of nurse and physician to any ail- 
ments that occur, and to the good sanitary conditions generally. 


— 
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CHANGES. 


Within the time covered by this report the following changes 
have taken place: 

At the close of the last term, Mrs. G. A. Ger who for 
six years had filled the position of Matron, resigned. Miss 
Jennie Wright, who had been employed as teacher for one year, 
also left at the close of last term. Mrs. J. A. Gillespie, who had 
been ‘teaching since Mrs. Benson's withdrawal, was selected as 
Matron. The two vacancies thus made in the corps of instruct: 
ors were filled by the appointment of Misses Eddy and McCowen. 
Miss Eddy comes from New York, well recommended, and has 
commenced her work with zeal and faithfulness, Miss McCowen 
is an experienced and successful primary teacher. She has been in 
the publie schools of Omaha a number of years. She enters 
` upon her work with tact and enthusiasm. We hope that both 
of these ladies will prove successful and efficient co-laborers. 
The arduous duties devolving upon the Matron : are being satis- 
factorily performed. 


METHODS. 


The same general methods of instructing the deaf which are 
practiced in similar institutions are in use here. We have not 
been able to do as much in the way of teaching articulation as 
we had hoped to do, owing to the fact that we have had no 
teacher for this special work. The last Legislature made provi-: 
sion for such teacher; but by some accident it was not incorpo- 
rated in the law. I-most earnestly renew my recommendation 
of two years ago, that such provision be made, so that those pu- 
pils who ean learn. to.talk will have the. opportunity so to do. 
- We have experimented somewhat with a new invention for the 
use of. the deaf—the audiphone. This instrument.is made of 
vulcanized- rubber, is fan shaped, and has tension cords attached 
to the rim. The edge of this fan is placed against the teeth, 
threugh: which sound is conveyed to the nerve of hearing. We 
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have found this instrument an aid in teaching articulation in 
some cases. Its use depends upon the condition of the auditory 
nerve; if it is sound, and the person has good teeth, he can hear 


—not otherwise. : 


IMPROVEMENTS, 


At the last session of the Legislature, provision was made for 
the erection of a workshop, for a well and windmill, for cisterns, 
for improving the old building with new roof, floors, ete. These. 
improvements have been made, and are all of great value to 
the school. Other improvements are necessary. Considering 
the rapid increase in the demands made upon the institute, it is 
@ question now as to the accommodation of additional pupils. 
Our present number fills our dining room and erowds the lecture 
room. The dormitories on the boys’ side are as full as the laws 
of health and hygiene will permit. Taking the annual i increase 
for the last few years as a basis of calculation, the enrollment 1 in ` 
the next two years will be, at least, one hundred and twenty-five, 
and an attendance of over one hundred. It will devolve upon 
the members of the legislature in their wisdom, to devise means 
for the aecommodation of this increase, and the future growth 
of the school. The most feasible and economical plan, aa it seems 
to me, would be to erect a building between the two now here, 
the ground floor of which. would serve for a dining róom,. the 
second, third and fourth for chapel; school rooms, POUR 
etc. I recommend this for your consideration. 

Under this head I would suggest that, steps be taken to secure 
more land for use of the. Institute. The grounds now consist of 
twenty acres. The buildings and lawn occupy. about one-half of 
this land. The balance is mostly a hill-side and is not very pros 
ductive, and is not sufficient for the. necessities of so large an in- 
stitution as this will soon be. Land can be purchased now more 
reasonably ‘than aid and.it would be economy to buy ag 
goon as possible. 

Another. pressing neel at present is a steam heating apparatus

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of sufficient capacity to heat the whole building. The old house 
occupied by the boys, is heated by stoves and furnaces. In heat- 
ing by this means, where so many children are present, there is 
constant danger of fire, which has been and is the source of great 
anxiety on the part of those caring for the children and state 


property. 


TRADES. 


On the completion of the workshop, the printing office was 
moved in and now occupies the third story. Ten boys are learn- 
ing this trade, some of whom are becoming quite fair composi- 
tors. Under the direction of Mr. S. F. Buckley, the foreman, 
they do the mechanical work on the Nebraska Mute Journal, a 
five column four page semi-monthly paper. This journal com- 
pares favorably with the best institution papers published. 

It is conducted without any expense to the state, except the 
foreman’s salary, and affords a small surplus each Lee for im- 

provements. 

Within the last year carpenter work has been introduced. 
Eight boys are at work in this shop. Though working at a dis- 
advantage in not having any appropriation to furnish or conduct 
the shop, we have succeeded in keeping the boys busy most of 
the time. Under the efficient management of Mr. F. E. May- 
nard, foreman, it has been wholly sel supporre The total re- 
ceipts have been six hundred and forty-four dollars, all of which 
has been expended for material and tools. The most pressing 
need in this branch is machinery. I would recommend that an 
appropriation be secured for the purchase of a small engine and 
the necessary machinery. Judging from the experience of the 
past, under the same favorable conditions, and with the neces- 
sary facilities this shop can be made self-supporting, and will be 
a source of revenue to the institute. 

. The girls are taught general housework, plain sewing and 
dressmaking. In the sewing department all the work in this 
line for the institute is done except the mending of the boys 
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outer garments. Under the skillful management of Miss Mary 
Swan, the seamstress, a good work has been done for the girls 
and also for the institute. Though the knowledge and skill 
gained in this department are important and necessary for the 
girls, yet the instruction does not go far enough. The young 
ladies on leaving school are not prepared for the realities of life 
which await them. In the over-erowded occupation of the 
seamstress, the mute girl stands a poor chance to compete with 
her speaking sister. In order to open up other avenues of use- , 
fulness for the deaf and dumb girls, and to fit them to gain an,- 
honest livelihood, schools of cookery have been introduced as a 
part of the educational system in some of the institutions. They 
are found to be of the greatest advantage to the girls; they not 
only fit them for the proper care of their own firesides, but 
afford an entrance to a business in which there will always be a 
demand, and in which skilled labor will be at a premium. I ear- 
nestly recommend that steps be taken ‘for the establishment of 
such a school, at an early day, as a branch of the institute work.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS.

I The Nebraska Institute for the Deaf and Dumb is educa- 
tional, and children and persons living in the state are admitted 
to all its privileges free. 

IL. The applicant for admission must be of good moral habits, 
between the ages of seven and twenty-five, of sound mind, and 
free from contagious disease. Persons either younger or older 
may be admitted, at the discretion of the authorities. 

III. Each pupil should come with suitable clothing to last one 
year. The clothing should be marked. A few dollars should 
be left with the prineipal for repair of shoes, ete. 

IV. No pupil will be allowed to leave the Institute before the 
close of the term, without permission of the principal. 

V. Pupils will be required to conform alike to the rules and 
regulations. 

VI. Applieations for admission or information should be 
made to the principal of the Institute for Deaf and Dumb, Omaha, 
Nebraska. 

VIL. Information is required before entering on the follow- 
ing points : 


1. Full name of applicant and residence. 

2. Year, moríth and day of birth. 

9. Cause of deafness, (if known.) 

4. Whether deaf from birth ? 

5. If not, at what age and from what cause ? 


6. Has (he child had scarlet fever, measles, or whooping 
cough? 
7. Has the child been vaceinated? 
8. Arethere any deaf and dumb relations ? 
9. Are the parents related? 
10. Name and postoffice address of parents.
